There IS on extensrve of gfass, especiolfy. 
in the living-'foom, exposed bnck walls, and a fair 
Qrr\&iiT\i of dark-stained structural timber — ^uch 
^^ood hod previously been used onfy narely in Aus- 
fraVm, e%cept in the mock Tudor houses of 50 yeors 
or so oga. All the panels on the exterior of the 
north side of Hie buiJding ufG copper- faced; this h 
actually a plywood nrraterial, sheeted on orw skle 
with aJumi^ium and on the ofher with copper. 

Ceilings one of fibrous plaster^ <md most floors 
are of tolJowwood. The main timber columns that 
go down to the ground ore set on white-ant- proof 
sTools which are in turn set on cylindncol concrete 
footir^s. 

"Wher> ttie house wos built nine yeors 090,'' 
said Mrs, Goodman, "it created an obsoiute furore 
ond for oges people used to come and gape and 
comment on the strangely Shaped roof or^d oil the 
ijloss. It's interesting, too, thot this house, which was 
so odvonced then, should still look so ten years 
ofter it w&s designed/' 

The orchitect's intention was to retote the house 
to the surnxinding bush (o reserve} , This hios been 
ochievad in, for exomple, the mull ions round tfie 
living -room, which echo the toll gums, and in the 
fine grovel overlay \ot\ four layers of asbestos 
felf) on ffie roof. The three -dimensiorKir nature of 
spoce was olso token into account, ond for this 
rec5on the walls and the roof oil follow the same 
kind of curve. 

The Goodmans hod osked for o single-pitch 
roof, and the curvirig form was dreomied up by Mr. 
Giwman os he toyed with a poper table -riopkin 
onie morning in o coffee shop. 

The kitchen was ploced in the centre of the 
hoijse. Mrs. Goodman wanted it located there so 
she cciutd easily bring in the shopping^ hove access 
to the dining orea, ond also be oble to join in cofn- 
VBrsations taking place in the livir^g oreo. She wos 
extremely pleased with the woy it turrved out, ond 
sojra now, if given the opportunity, she wouldn't, 
in spite of the bck of space, chonge either the 
sire or position of this room.
